HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Dec. 14.—The dead 
body of James Derrick, engineer at Pat 
Chandler's gin, was found hanging head 
down to the fly-wheel of the engine this 
morning. Derrick was last seen yesterday 
evening going to the engine room to fix the 
engine, which was slacking in speed. Soon 


afterward the engine stopped, but opera- 
tives in the mill paid no attention, thinking 
repairs were going on. Last night three 
workmen slept within ten feet of the dead 
man, not knowing his fate. Derrick had 
gotten his feet caught fast in the band of 
the fly-wheel and had been whirled about 
like a top until death came. Nearly every 
bone in his body was broken, 


POWERS OF THE SEA 


Rocks Broken and Hurled 
Like Cannon-Shots. 


ASTORIA, Ore., Dec. 14.—The light house 
tender Columbine has returned from a trip 
to Tilamool Rock te investigate the damage 
to the light from the recent hurricane. The 


sea was too rough to approach in speak- 
ing distance of the rock, and the chief 
keeper sent his revort to the steamer in a 
bottle attached to a buoy. The report 
stated that the hurricane was the worst 
“ever nced on the coast. Mountains 
of water dashed against the rock on which 
the light stands, carrying away the top of 
an adjoining rock. Great waves leaped 
over the high walls, spending their force on 
the building, which trembled and rocked as 
if about to fall into the raging sea below. 
A crash of glass told of the damage caused 
by the waves. Fragments of rock had been 
torn loose from their foundation and hurled 
against the outer glass which protects the 
costly lenses. The panes were all broken, 
the lenses ruined, and the clock machinery 
revolving the machinery rendered useless. 

Th force of the wind and waves can be 
appreciated from the breaking of the lights 
126 feet above high water. A monster rock, 
weighing perhaps a ton, was hurled upward 
by the waves nearly 100 feet, and coming 
down crashed through the roof of the liv- 
ing rooms, everything movable being 
washed away. At one stage of the storm 
the water was 6 feet deep in the siren room 
and 4 feet deep in the living reoms, which 
are eighty feet above high water. Supplies 
were washed away or destroyed and the 
tanks flooded with water. Ordinary lan- 
terns are being hung in the tower pending 
repairs.

Beward Geede Fined $25 in the Second

MeNatr Goode was aimed $35 by 
Judge Paxson in the Second District Po- 
lice Court Friday morning.

To e who knew him in his brighter 
days, de presented a “gener appearance 
in the court-room. His curling reddish- 
brown hair had been cut short, his hand- 
some mustache had been shaven off, and 
two or three days’ growth of beard was on 
his face. He wore mo collar, necktie or 
vest, and there was a wild glare in his eyes 
that made him look totally unlike his former 
self. He did not appear at all dejected over 
his plight, however, and told the court a 
long story explanatory of his actions. 

He said he was passing 1735 Lucas avenue 
on Tuesday morning em route to Moon 
Bros.’ carriage factory to see a_young lady 
friend of his who was employed as a sten- 
ographer there, when a colored girl stopped 
him and asked him to come in. e said he 
couldn't then, but returned later and knock- 
ing at the door asked for the woman who 
had accosted him. “A colored man an- 
swered the knock,” said Goode, and told 
me that if I didn’t eo away from there and 
quit monkeying with his woman he'd thrash 
me. I knew he could whip me, being big- 
ger than I was, so I went down town, bor- 
rowed $% and ught a revolver. Then I 
returned, stood opposite what I thought 
was the house and fired two shots. I be- 
lieve I hit the wrong house. Then I went 
to where I live, on Market street, and sent 
the woman I live with down town to get 
me something. She staid away so long 
I started out to find her. That’s how I 
came to be dress this way, for I just 
threw on my coat over my shirt and skip- 
ped out. I hadn’t gotten very far before I 
met this policeman, and he took me to the 
station in a ‘hoodlum wagon.“ I plead 
guilty, Judge, because I admit committing 
an infraction of the peace in shooting.”’ 

Mrs. Belle Cannon testified that Goode 
came into her house, 1733 Lucas avenue, 
without invitation on Tuesday morning and 
bothered her. He explained to her, how- 
ever, that he had gotten into the wrong 
house. It was at her residence that Goode 
fired the shots. 

After court Judge Paxson said he did not 
think that e was actually crazy, al- 
though he was evidently somewhat unbal- 
an mentally as a result of his debauches. 
He said he would not remit Goode’s fines, 
as it was the wish of his family that he be 
not released, as it was feared he would 
shoot somebody on regaining his liberty. 

Goode while on the stand remarked that 
his brother did not want him to come to 
court Friday morning. ‘‘He wanted me to 
go to St. Vincent’s,’’ said Goode.

ATTEMPTED WIZE MURDER. 


Then Cut His Own Threat—His Wite Wil! 
Die. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Dec. 14.—James Viv- 
lan, a resident of South Fork, made an at- 
tempt last night to kill his wife and sis- 
ter-in-law, Miss L. Draden. After slags 
them badly he went out in his back y 
and cut his own throat, dying instantly, 
Mrs. Vivian's wind-pipe is severed and she 
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Yellowstone at the mouth of the Tongue 
River, near the present Fort Keogh. 
This was Miles’ portunity and most 
effectively did he avail himself of it.

The summer's 
demonstrations had proved worse than 
fruitless, the hostiles remaining masters 
of the situation with the added prestige of 
a wholesale victory such as they had never 
before achieved. 
Before the turning point had been 
reached, Miles with his little handful of. 
infantry accomplished on foot what Crook 
and Terry, with several thousand troops, 
including a large force of cavalry, had ut- 
terly failed in doing. ’ 
Pushing sturdily ‘throu the intricate in 
and seémingly impassable B Lands, 
Miles in October overtook Sitting Bull at 
Cedar Creek and chased him across the 
Yellowstone, after separating the Indians 
into two bodies, one of which, under say 
Horse, escaped up the Powder River, the 
otber, under Sitting Bull, moving north- 
ward. The latter were vigorously followed 
in November and the country between the 
Musselshell River and the Dry Fork of the 
Missouri River was thoroughly scoured by 
the troops, marching on foot through the 
rough Bad Lands regions that skirt these 


vers. 
The brilliant pursuit was repeated by the 
same ä at the end of December, 
through deep snow and in the bitter cold of 
a Montana winter, and again, in May, 1877, 
the hostiles, being thoroughly whipped suc- 
cessively on the water, among the Wolf 
Mountains, and in the Rosebud Valley, un- 
til a large number surrendered at the agen- 
cies and the remainder sought an Asylum 
across the British border. 

Col. Miles had marched his soldiers over 
4,000 miles, and by his persistency had 
opened to settlement a vast area of attrac- 
tive country that speedily began to fill up. 
He was not permitted—even had he been 80 
inclined—to rest.on these laurels, for in the 
fall of that same year—l877—he was again 
speeding towards the northern boundary of 
Montana after a large perky of Nez eres, 
who under the masterſy guidance of Chie 
Joseph, were making a remarkable effort 
to force their way from Idaho, in order to 
join: Sitting Bull in Canada. 

Col. Miles overtook them in September 
in the Bear Paw Mountains and com- 
pelled their surrender, with some loss of 
life on both sides.

If the injunstion was 
for any reason, totally invalid, né disregard 
of it could constitute a punishable 
contempt, but if the court acquired juris- 
diction and did not exceed its powers in 
the particular case, no lrregularitw or error 
in the procedure or in the order itself could 
justify disobedience of the writ. The con- 
siderations of the public good was the 
Case of which the court had jurisdiction. 
No Question is made or could made in 
A proceeding for contempt of the suffic- 
fency of the petition for the injunction in 
respect to matters of form and averment 
merely. The questién here, therefore, is 
whether the case presented by the peti- 
tion was of a class in which a Federal 
Circuit Court admits of the remedy by in- 
junction. 
PUBLIC NUISANCE DEFINED. 
“Without going into the details of aver- 
ment, the charge made against the defend- 
ants was that they were engaged in a con- 
spiracy to hinder and interrupt interstate 


commerce and the carriage of the mails 
upon the railroads centering in Chicago by 
means and in a manner to constitute, within 
the recognized definitions, a public nuis- 
ance. A nuisance is ‘anything that unlaw- 
fully worketh hurt, inconvenience or dam- 
age.’ See 3 Blackstone’s Commentaries, 316. 
‘A public nuisance is such an inconvenience 
or troublesome offense as anndys the whole 
community in general and not merely some 
particular person.’ See 4 Blackstone’s Com- 
mentaries, 166. As defined in Wood on Nuis- 
ances, 638, ‘a public nuisance is a violation 
of a public right either by a direct en- 
croachment upon public rights or property 
or by doing some act which tends to a com- 
mon injury, or by omitting to do some act 
which the common good requires and which 
it is the duty of a person to do,.and the 
omission to do which results injuriously to 
the public.’ A form of publie nuisance of 
which cognizance has been taken by the 
eourts of equity in England and in this 
eountry is called purpresture, which is de- 
fined to be an ‘encroachment upon the lands 
or rights and easements incident thereto 
belonging to the public and to which the 
public have a right of access or of enjoy- 
ment and encroachment upon navigable 
streams.’ The remedy for a purpresture 
simply is by information in equity at the 
suit of the Attorney-General or other proper 
officer. In Kerr on Injunctions, 639, it is 
said, “There is a wide difference between a 
purpresture and a nuisance. Although 
they may co-exist, either may exist without 
the other. If the act complained of be a 
purpresture, it may be restrained at the 
suit of the Attorney-General, whether it be 
a@ nuisance or not. Being an encroachment 
on the soil of the sovereign, like trespass on 
the soil of an indivtdual, it was in support 
an action irrespective of any damage which 
May accrue. But to constitute a public 
Nuisance damage to the public right of 
navigation or other public right must be 
shown to exist. If the act complained of 
be a mere purpresture, without being at the 
Bame time a nuisance, the court will usuall 
direct an inquiry to be made whether it will 
be more beneficial to the crown to abate the 
purpresture or to suffer the erection to re- 
main unarrested.’ Accordingly, it is con- 
tended, and numerous cases and text writers 
are cited to show that ‘equity has jurisdic- 
tion to restrain public nuisances upon bill 
or information filed by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral on behalf of the people.’ The Supreme 
Court of the United States has spoken on 
the subject. In the case of the Mayor of 
Georgetown vs. the Alexandria Canal Co., 
12 Peters, 91, 98, where an injunction was 
sought against obstructing the navigation 
of the Potomac River, the court said: ‘Be- 
sides this remedy at law, it is now settled 
that a court of equity may take jurisdiction 

in cases of public nuis@nce by an informa- 
tion filed by the Attorney-General. Whilst, 
therefore, it is admitted by all that it is 
vconfessedly one of delicacy and, accord- 
ingly, the instances where it is exercised are 
rare, yet it may be exercised in those cases 
in which there is eminent dan of irre- 

arable mischief before the tardiness of the 
R can reach it.’ 


JURISDICTION OVER CARRIERS. 

“But while this jurisdiction of the En- 
glish high court of chancery and of the 
equity courts of the several Sfates of the 
Union is not understood to be disputed by 
counsel for the defendants, they do insist 
that in the absence of legislation by Con- 
gress conferring the authority, the Federal 
courts can do nothing for the protection of 
the highways of interstate commerce, 
whether upon land or watér. In reply to 
this position of the defense reference is 
made to the act to regulate commerce as 
amended by the Act of March 2, 1889—2 5 U. 
. Stat. 855, and it is contended that by 
force of the provisions of that statute, 
passed in exereise of the power conferred 


on Congress by the constitution, ‘to reg- 
ulate commerce — 4 the several States,’ 
the national contréi has been extended over 
i nels and agencies of interstate 
commerce, including railways as well as 

ble waters, and that out of this leg-

AS TO PROPERTY OWNERSHIP. 
“It is said, on the contrary, to be easy ‘to 
show that at common law the jurisdiction 
of the chancéry on information of the 
Attorney-General to restrain a purpresture 


or nuisance rests on the idea that the 
King owns the land wherein it exists,’ and 
it is doubtless true in the cases where the 
jurisdiction was invoked the King was the 
owner of the land, because the land under 
navigable waters in England has always 
belonged to the Crown; but the object of the 
suits has always been not to vindicate the 
title to the land, which could have been 
done by an action of ejectment, but to pre- 
vent or remove obstructions to navigation 
which required prompt and efficient meth- 
ods of equity, and it is not to be believed 
that if in Engiand, as along the fresh 
water rivers of this country, the title of 
lands under the water had belonged to the 
riparian owners, the same _ jurisdiction 
would not have been exercised for the 
age of public right of navigation. 

he public interest is concerned in the un- 
obstructed use of the water, and it is stick- 
ing in the mud to say that the right to 
protect that use is dependent upon the 
ownership of the underlying soil. If, how- 
ever, the jurisdiction in such cases must 
be held to rest upon some legal title or 
property right, which by fiction shall be 
deemed to be worthy of equitable protec- 
tion, or to afford a basis on the jurisdiction 
of protecting incidental rights, it would 
seem that the property which the Govern- 
ment has been declared to have had in the 
mails and its unquestioned ownership of 
the mail bags might well be deemed suffi- 
cient for the purpose. 

Justice Brewer said in the case of the 
United States vs. The Western Union Tel- 
egraph Co.: “The dollar is not always the 
test of real interest. It may be properly 
be sacrificed if anything of higher value 
be thereby attained.’ But, says the counsel, 
this whole subject is foreign to the ques- 
tion in this case. Waterways are not rail- 
ways. aes are free to all comers and are 
not the subject of 2 1 nor 
control, but only of municipal regulation 
by public authority. The control of the 
railway is primarily with the company 
which owns and operates it. These great 
interests are entirely able to cope with 
any interference with their property. If 
they be held, in a high sense, as trustees 
for the public, why should equity entertain 
a suit by the beneficiaries of this trust 
until the trustees have proven recreant? 
These companies own the land over which 
their lines run, or a right-of-way in per- 
petuity, and, though charged with public 
duties, are still private pecuniary corpora- 
tions operated for: gain. As to all local 
matters, namely, the speed of trains, stop- 
ping at crossings, elevation of tracks and 
things of that character, they are subject 
to local or State regulation. This could 
not be were the power of Congress exclu- 
sive as in the matter of interstate rates. 
It is, of course, true that waterways are 
not railways; that the latter and the title 
to the land under them are owned and con- 
trolled under legal Hmitations by compa- 
nies which operate them for gain; but so 
are the boats which ply the rivers and 
lakes of the country, and I see no reason 
in any of the suggestions advanced for 
saying that the courts may give to com- 
merce on the rivers a protection which they 
may not extend to commerce on the rail- 
Ways.“ 8 
WHY RAILROAD POWER OF DOMAIN. 

The railroad companies are clothed with 
the power of eminent domain to enable 
them to acquire lands necessary for their 
purposes, because the proposed use is for 
the public benefit. To the extent of the 
share which the cOmpanies have in inter- 
state commerce they hold their lands and 
rights of way for the benefit of the general 
public and to the national control. For 
this purpose they are the public property of 
the nation and subject to all the requisite 
legislation of Congress. 

The jurisdiction of the courts of equity 
and, by implication, their right to punish 
for contempt are established by the Consti- 
tution equally with rights of trial by jury 
and so long as there is no attempt to exten 
jurisdiction over subjects not property 
cognizable in equity there can be no ground 
for the objection that the right of jury 
trial has been taken away. The same act 
may constitute a contempt and a crime, but 
the contempt is one thing and the crime an- 
other, and the ——— for one is not a 
duplication of the punishment of the other. 
The contempt can tried and punished 
only by the court, while the charge of crime 
can be tried only by a jury.“ 

AS TO COMBINATIONS. 

Judge Woods, referring to the position of 
the defendants in respect to the act of 
July 2, 1890, that it is directed at capital, at 


dangers supposed to result from vast ag- 
gregations of capital and not of force and 
violence, or „. against trusts and not 
at organizations of labor in any form, said: 
“It is clear that a comprehensive purpose 
came to be entertained and was embodied 
in the final form of the enactment. Cem- 
binations are condemned not only when 
they take the form of trusts, but in what- 
ever form found, if they be in restraint of 
trade. That is the effect of the words, ‘or 
otherwise.’ I have no doubt but that this 
statute, insofar as it is directed against 
contracts or combinations in the form of 
trusts or in any form of a ‘contractual char- 
acter,’ should be limited to contracts and 
combinations such as in their general char-

strike of last summer and involving facts 
essentially identical with the facts of this 
case, the Judge declared the combination 
to be in the teeth of the act of July 18, 1890, 
and, after quoting from the act and refer- 
ring to the rulings of other Judges in ac- 
eord with his own view, said: A different 
view has been taken by Judge Putnam in 
the case of the United States vs. Patterson, 
53 Fed. Rep., 606, but, after consideration, 
Judge Burton and I cannot concur with the 
reasoning of that learned Judge. The fact 
that it was the purpose of Debs, Phelan and 
their associates to paralyze the interstate 
commerce of this country is shown con- 
clusively in this case, and that the plan of 
all men connected therewith was for an 
unlawful purpose and was an offense within 
the statute cited. 


CONTENTION OF DEFENSE ABSURD. 

“The facts of this case suggest the im- 
propriety as well as the inconsistency of 
putting upon the statute the restrictive con- 
struction proposed. If, for example, the 


manufacturers of other sleeping cars, in 
their own interest, should enlist the brake- 
men and switchmen or other employes of 
the railroads, either individually or in as- 
sociated bodies, in a conspiracy to prevent 
or restrain the use of Pullman sleepers by 
refusing to move them, by secretly un- 
coupling or by other elusive means, the 
monopolistic character of the conspiracy 
would be so evident that, even on the theory 
that the statute is aimed at contracts or 
combinations intended to engross or monop- 
olize the market, it would agreed that 
the offense ought to be punishable, but if 
in such a case the officers or agents of the 
car companies, who might or might not be 
capitalists, would be individually respons- 
ible for violating the statute, upon what 
principle could the firemen or switchmen 
be exempt? 

“Can workingmen, or, if you will, poor 
men, acting by themselves, upon their own 
motion and for their own purposes, 
whether avowed or secret, do things for- 
bidden by the statute without criminal re- 
sponsibility and yet be criminally responsi- 
ble for the same things done at the instance 
and to promote the purposes of others? Or 
will it he said that under this statute one 
who is not a capitalist may without crim- 
inality assist capitalists in the doing of 
things which on their part are criminal? 
If that be so, then if a capitalist and one 
who is not a capitalist join in doing things 
forbidden by this statute, neither can be 
punished, because one alone canot be guilty 
of conspiracy. 

“The persistent effort of the defendants, 
as the proof shows, was to force the rail- 
road companies, the largest capitalists of 
the country, to co-operate, or at least ac- 
quiesce, in a scheme to stop the use of 
Pullman sleepers; and for a time they had 
the agreement of a manager and other of- 
ficials of one road to quit the use of the 
obnoxious (dais and, perhaps, a qualified 
submission of the officers of another road 
or two to the same deviation. 


DEPENDENCE OF GUILT. 
Does the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendants on the charge of conspiracy under 
thts statute depend on the proof there may 


be of their success of drawing to the sup- 
port of their design those who may be 
called capitalists, or does it depend on the 
character of the design itself and upon 
what has been done towards its accom- 
plishment by themselves and by those vol- 
untarily co-operating with them, from 
whatever employment or walk in life? I 
have not failed, I think, to appreciate the 
just force of the argument to the contrary 
of my opinion—ft has sometimes entangled 
me in doubt—but my conclusion is clear 
that, under the act of 1890, the court has 
jurisdiction of the case presented in the 
application, and that the injunction granted 
was not without authority of law nor for 
any reason invalid. 

“This brings me to the question of fact, 
Did the defendants violate the injunction? 
Their conduct only is in question, and their 
admissions are quoted because they confirm 
the inference deducible from other evi- 
dence that no essential and voluntary modi- 
fication of their course of action either 
followed or was caused by the injunction. 
The original intention, it is true, was only 
to prevent the use of Pullman cars, but, 
finding as they did immediately that the 
aim would be thwarted by the discharge 
from service of men who refused to handle 
those cars, they began as early as June 27, 
the day after the boycott was proclaimed, 
to issue orders to strike, and from that time 
to the end of the extent of their ability 
conducted and controlled the strike 
with persistent consistency of purpose and 
with unvarying methods of action. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF DEFENDANTS. 

“As officers of the American Railway 
Union, it is beyond question that the de- 
fendants had practical control of the strike, 
guiding as they chose the movements of 


the men actively engaged. Under the con- 
ditions of last summer, when there were 
many idle men seeking employment, it 
was impossible that a strike, which aimed 
at a general cessation of business upon the 
railroads of the country could succeed 
without violence,-and it is not to be be- 
lieved that the defendants entered upon the 
execution of their scheme without appre- 
ciating the fact and without having de- 
termined how to deal with ft, The inter- 
ence, therefore, is a fair one, aside from 
direct evidence to the point, that they ex- 
pected and intended that this strike should 
differ from others only in magni of de- 
sign and boldness of execution and that the 
accustomed accessories of intimidation and 
Violence, so far at least as found essen- 
tial to success, would not be omitted. For 
that much the striking workman, n 

on the 2 of self-interest, without 
instigation or direct » end even 
in spite of admonitions to the — 
may ordinarily be counted on. Such ad- 
monitions against violence were sent out 
occasionally by the defendants, but it 
me Appear that ever heed- 
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in a contract with ‘an alliance of rich and 
powerful corporations.“ 
LEADERS IN VIOLENCE. 
Judge Woods said the alleged advice of 
counsel ,neither justifies nor mitigates a 
wrong or error committed in pursuance of 
the advice. With all that is said about 


guarding property, ae the peace and 
being the first to arrest offenders, not one 
Was arrested, and no effort was made by 
strikers or members of the railway union 
to preserve the peace or to protect prop- 
ertv. On the contrary, many of them were 
leaders in scenes of violence and disorder. 
If this strike, like others, was understood 
to be war, not necessarily of blood and bul- 
lets, but a conflict between contending in- 
terests of classes in which strategy had to 
be employed to keep the men in line, it 
was more than a peaceable strike or mere 
cessation from work. Had it been only 
that the injunction, instead of being a 
hindrance, would have been in their hands 
the very weapon they needed to enable 
them to suppress the violence and disorder 
in which alone they say they saw possible 
danger to the success of their cause. 

It is shown by the testimony of two or 
more witnesses that June 29 Debs, Howard 
and Keliher attended a meeting of 
the local union at Blue Island, a suburb of 
Chicago on the line of the Rock Island & 
Pacific: Railroad; that he and Howard each 
addressed the men, that on the next day 
was inaugurated a “condition of turbu- 
lence,., which a witness declared he did 
not believe could exist.“ And notwith- 
standing the efforts of the United States 
Marshal, by reading the injunction and 
ctherwise, to quell the disturbance, nothing 
was accomplished until the ith of July, 
when the Federal troops arrived. These 
things directly followed and in large meas- 
ures, I think it not unwarranted to say, 
were the natural and pr®sable result of the 
speeches made and counsel given to the men 
by Debs and Howard at the meeting on the 
night of the 2th at Blue Island. Sugges- 
tions calculated to incite to acts of vio- 
lence or intimidation were contained in 
many of the telegrams which were sent 
over the name of Debs, for which, not- 
withstanding the statement of their au- 
thors to the contrary, it is no ge ey 
sible for any of the defendants to deny 
some measure of responsibility. 

RIGHT TO STRIKE. 

“The right of men to strike peaceably, 
and the right to advise a peaceable strike, 
which the law does not presume to be im- 
possible, is not questioned. But if men en- 


ter into a conspiracy to do any unlawful 
thing, and in order to accomplish their 
purpose advise workmen to go upon a 
strike, knowing that violence and wrong 


will be the probable outcome, neither on law 


or morals can they escape responsibility. 
„Pullman cars in use upon the roads are 
instrumentalities of commerce; and {ft 
follows that from the time the announce- 
ment of the boycott the American Railway 
Union was committed to a conspiracy in 


tthe restraint of interstate commerce, in vi- 


olation of the act of July 2, 1890, and that 
the members of that association and all 
others who joined in the movement became 
criminally responsible each for the acts of 
others done in furtherance of the common 

urpose, whether intended by him or not. 
The officers became responsible for the men 
and the men for the officers. 

“The original conspiracy against the use 
of Pullman cars became a conspiracy 
against transportation and travel by rail- 
road. Upon their own authority, without 


‘consulting the local unions, the defendants 


converted the boycott into a strike, and with 
the aid of followers, some of whom stopped 
at no means between the drawing of a coup- 
ling pin and the undermining of a bridge, 
whereby men should be hurled to death, 
they pushed the strike to the conditions 
which prevailed when the intervention of 
the court was asked, and which, in the end, 
compelled the employment of military 
force to re-establish peace and start again 
the activities of commerce. 
WRONGS AT PULLMAN. 


“Much has been said, but without proof, 


of the wrongs of the workmen at Pullman, 
of an alliance between the Pullman mana- 
gers to decrease wages and generally of 
corporate oppression and arrogance; but 
it 15 evident. that these things, whatever 
the facts might have been proven or im- 
agined to be, could furnish neither justifi- 
cation nor palliation for giving up a city to 
disorder and for paralyzing the industries 
and commerce of the country. The decision 
of Judge Caldwell has been referred te, but 
while it recognized right of employes to 

uit the service of the receivers, it con- 
tained no warrant for intimidating or abus- 
ing those who were willing to take employ- 
ment or for otherwise interfering directly, 
as the defendants and their followers did, 
with the management and operation of the

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PRINCE KUNG. 


The Statesman at the Head of China’s 
Ceuneil ef State. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SHANGHAI, China, Nov. 7.—The -recall 
of Prince Kung to the Presidency of the 
Tsungli-Yamen (Council of State), took the 
country by surprise. For twenty years this 
once potent statesman has languished in a 
political eclipse, his condemnation to which 
was always attributed, rightly or wrong- 
ly, to intrigues in which. Li Hung Chang 
was deeply concerned. 

In all that related to foreign intercourse 


Kung was supreme until his abrupt over- 
throw, about 1885, and even as late as 1875 
he retained a certain share of influence. 
But in the effort to secure for his son the 
succession to the throne on the death of the 
Emperor Tung Chi, he quite overreached 
himself and was cast into utter obscurity. 
Now, in his old age, he is once more in- 
vested with the management of affairs in 
Peking and expected to make good all the 
losses for which the court unjustly holds 
Li accountable. 

The task would overtax a far abler man 
than Kung, and it can scarcely be believed 
that he is really expected to succeed. The 
mysteries of the palace are too compliéated 
to be penetrated 5 outside spectators, but 
persons who profess to derive authentic 
information from the inner circle at the 
capital are of the opinion that the resusci- 
tation of the Six Prince may mean an 
absolute reconstmiction of the imperial 
household and a orough reversal of the 


+ aga which Li has long labored to sol- 


ify. 

There are indeed whispers that the line 
of succession may be changed, and that the 
inspiration which Kung vainly cherished a 
score of years ago may now be realized 
with the consent of his kindred, in the hope 
of propitiating the deities, who have lat- 
terly withdrawn their favor from the un- 
happy dynasty..

It was the 
Empress Dowager who, by choosing the 
present Incumbent, put an end to the pre- 
tenses of Prince Kung, and it is she who 
now calls that exile back and restores the 
Government to his Keeping. 

It Kung can but make a decent showing 
of energy and by any means check the 
dreaded invasion for a brief space, it is 
thought possible to conciliate Japan with- 
out overwhelming loss of dignity by at- 
taching all blame for the past to the Li 
faction. Then peaceful. relations may be 
re-established on a basis proposed by a 
D reorganized Administration. 
This, the political experts declare, is the 
natural explanation of the recent edicts. 
But everything depends upon the ability of 
the sixth Prince to hold his own while the 

lans of change are put in operation. If 

e is unequal to the effort the scheme will 
necessarily be abandoned, and it is because 
of this uncertainty that Li is in a position 
where in the last extremity his services 
may again be available. 

Whether Li will consent to be thus used 
for the convenience of a court which has 
treated him with unmeasured contumely is 
a —— n every one is asking and no one 
undertakes to answer. By depriving him 
of authority over the troops his adversaries 
have apparently taken away all his 
strength. and it is doubtful if he could now 
make a stand ainst them, even if he de- 
sired to do so. erhaps he could ask for no 
better tye a than to witness the self- 
destruction of those who have humbled him 
by the very weapons which they have 
wrested from his hands. 

But China is a country in which the surest 
thing to happen is the unexpected, and any 
day may bring forth events that will shape 
the Viceroy’s destiny entirely anew.

ANOTHER OORNER TURNED. 
The United States Supreme Court has 
just given a new wabble to the very 
limp, shaky and zigzag lines it has so 
long been laying as limits between State 
police authority and Uncle Sam’s exclu- 
sive control over interstate commerde. 
In the “original package“ decision un- 
der the Iowa prohibition law, the court 
held that a State law to forbid the saie 
of harmful products within the State, if 
applied alike to domestic and imported 
products, was a constitutional exercise 
of the State’s police power, and, though 
it might incidentally affect interstate 
commerce, was not an infringement of 
the exclusive right of Congress to regu- 
late commerce between the States. 
In passing upon the Massachusetts 
law forbiding the sale in original pack- 
ages or otherwise of substitutes for but- 
ter, colored and prepared to be passed 
off as pure butter, Chief Justice Fuller, 
who delivered the decision of the court 
in the Iowa original package case, held 
that to sustain the principle on which 
the Iowa liquor law was upheld the court 
must find that oleomargarifie is a harm- 
ful product. As no such plea for the Mas- 
sachusetts law was entered, he and a 
minority of the court contended that it 
was an unconstitutional restriction of 
interstate commerce and not a mere ex- 
ercise of the State’s police power. 
A majority of the court, however, up- 
held the Massachusetts law on the 
ground that to forbid the sale of fraudu- 
lent or counterfeit articles of any kind 
was as legitimate an exercise of State 
police power as to prevent the sale of 
harmful articles of food. 
This decision, the Chief Justice thinks, 
is a reversal of the Iowa decision, and 
opens the door for State laws against 
the importation of any harmless pro- 
duct. But it really goes only so far as 
to extend the principle of the Iowa de- 
cision to fraudulent as well as to harm- 
ful articles of comynerce.

Except in the matter 
of lending his name to the infamous high 
tariff measure of 1890, Mr. McKinley is 
certainly no more responsible for high 
protection than is Mr. Reed. The en- 
tirely unscrupulous course of Mr. Reed 
in putting this legislation through is 
perfectly well known, and he cannot 
hide the record. 

Possibly our rotund jester has ob- 
tained light since the session of 1890, and 
his sympathies may have become 
aroused for the oppressed consumer. So 
far as the legislation fer McKinleyism is 
concerned Mr.. Reed, Mr. Harrison and 
Mr. McKinley are equally censurable. 
They should all have repented, and by 
the time the Presidential year rolls 
around it may appear that they are 
really filled with remorse and ready to 
make amends for the errors of the past.

The Yeung Bandit Here—A Gang of Pris. 
emers fer Detroit. 


United States Marshal Crum and nine 
deputies from Fort Smith, Ark., arrived at 
the Union Station at 6:50 a. m. over the 
Frisco in charge of thirty-two Federal pris- 
oners whom they were escorting to the 


United States prison at Detroit, Mich. 
Among the lot was a slim young man, with 
a pinched face, who has gained no end of 
notoriety for the past few months, but 
who will now be cared for by Uncle Sam for 
the next thirty years. He was urman 
Baldwin, better known as Skeeters“ of 
the Cook gang. He was dressed in a mixed 
suit of gray trousers and black coat and 
vest, wore a black Alpine slouch hat and 
the high-heeled shoes of the border dude. 
His face was adorned only with a slight 
mustache and he had anything but the look 
of a bad man. 

The prisoners were brought from Fort 
Smith in a special car provided by the 
Wabash road. The doors had been provided 
with iron plates and the windows with iron 
bars. It was, in fact, a regular prison car, 
and the first of its kind ever run. Upon 
their arrival here they were taken into the 
second-class waiting room, where breakfast 
was served, Special Officer Dan O’Connor 
of the Union Station force standing guard 
while the deputies and prisoners ate. 
Skeeters'“ was the center of attraction and 
seemed perfectly ready to talk to any one 
who was allowed to approach him, but he 
had nothing to say other than what he has 
already said for publication dogens of times. 
He did say, however, that it was pretty 
tough for a young man like him to get a 
long sentence, when lots of worse“ men, 
as he put it, were allowed to run at liberty. 
He believes now that the law has a long 
arm and that eventually all the Cook gang 
will be either killed or captured.

MONTSERRAT OVERDUE. 


Generally Believed That Ske Has Gone 
to the Bettem. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 14.—The 
steamer Montserrat, the notorious “black 
border, is overdue nearly four days from 
Manimo. The vessel is loaded with coal. 


Unless she has broken down the chances 
are she has gone to the bottom. Capt. 
Roberts of the Fairallon fears for the 
safety of the Montserrat. On his way down 
he says he saw nothing of her. Capt. Mer- 
riman of the India, just arrived, did not 
bring any encouragement. He announced 
it as his opinion that she was lost. 

The Montserrat came into notoriety 
some years ago, when she took a cargo of 
Gilbert Islanders to the Central Ameri- 
can Coast. The natives had been engaged 
under contract to work on the coffee plan- 
tations, but the wording of the contract 
made them little more than slaves. Capt. 
Ferguson first chartered the brig Tahiti 
to do the work, and a cargo of men, women 
and children was put on board the vessel. 
The brig was driven out of her course by 
a storm and landed at Drake's Bay. Capt. 
Ferguson came to this city for material, 
and by chance his live cargo was discov- 
ered. The authorities could not stop the 
vessel, however, and she was allowed to 
depart. The Tahiti never reached her des- 
tination, for she turned turtle and all hands 
were drowned. Capt. Ferguson did not 
sail on the brig. 


LACLEDE RIGHTS. 


Judge Madill Claims the Gas Company 
Can Lay Conduits. 


Judge George A. Madill has written an 
opinion respecting the rights of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. Under its franchise, he says,
